It was to Dbhr uud 
MfHidu. Captain Barnes was proceeding on long leave, and he wns nnxiouB that 
1 should visit those pkuM^H and see the state of the work there before ho left. 
Tins I did in October. In Kovemher I rieitsd the mined temples at CLandri- 
near Jhnlrnpata^, in the Jhala^var State, timing myself to meet Mnjor 
^nnerman there, the Political AgenL I was fortunate also in meeting the 
Lhief, who bad but recently returned from Bngland. As already stated I took 
Mr. Bimnd^kat with me, und left him there to start on his own tour. My 
notes on the temples there will he found in the second port of this report, 
.Wtoer unexpected call was from Bandclkband. I had already visited the 
mbajareha temples a yoar previously, and had submitted iny proposals for

Luard, Supejrintendent for Gazetteers, of the manner in which the work at the 
Sanchi top was being carried out, Mr. Marshall had asked me if I could examine 
it and report to him. *0a my way back, therefore, from Bundelkhand, I stopped 
a day at Sanchi for that purpose. My report on this I could not send in 
immediately, since I required certain information from Mr. Cook, the State 
Engineer in charge, before doing so. He had met with a serious accident which 
necessitated amputation of a hand, and was in hospital in Bombay. Later on, 
however, Mr. Marshall was desirous of meeting me somewhere on his tour, and 
we settled upon Sanchi, where Mr. Cook joined us. We went veiy thoroughly 
into the charges made by Captain Luard and I submitted my report, with plan 
and photographs, to Mr. Marshall on the 27th February last. 

5. In the meantime I had visited the remains of the famous Rudra 
Mahalaya at Siddhapur in North Gujarat, having been informed by the Resident 
at Baroda that the Darbar were anxious to do something to conserve those 
colossal ruins. I sent in my proposals later on. From the 24th December 
until the 12th of January, I was confined to my room with a lame foot, but, 
though it prevented my going on tour during that time, I was able to carry out 
my ordinary ofiice work. 

6. On the 7th February I was able to start on my projected tour in Berar 
and the Central Provinces. In the former province I visited the hill forts of 
Narnala and Gavilgarh. It was from here that I went to meet Mr. Marshall at 
Sanchi, as already noticed. My notes, upon the conservation necessary at these 
two places, were sent on to the Commissioner early in May. 

7. From Gavilgarh we proceeded to the Chanda District, where remains 
at the following places were visited, examined, and photographed, viz., Bhatala, 
Neri, Wagnak, Bhandak, Chanda and Markanda. This occupied us until the end 
of March? My office work, having increased very much of late, necessitated 
longer halts in order to work off accumulations of correspondence. The places 
and monuments visited are shortly described in the second part of this report. 

8. Having received a very heavy estimate for work at the temples at 
Ramtek, north°of Nagpur, which I did not think was necessary, I visited that 
place after finishing off the Chanda District. I found the buildings specified 
m the estimate not of sufficient merit or interest to warrant public money 
being spent on them; but, ht the same time, I found a little ruin, which was 
quite overlooked, of very considerable interest, for which I will shortly send in 
proposals for conservation. The original estimate has been returned with the 
request that it may be cancelled. On my way to Ramtek, I examined certain 
brick foundations near Mansar, brought to my notice by Mr. Walker, then 
Deputy Commissioner of Nagpur. On the 10th of April we returned to Pooua. 
All the more important monuments in the Central Provinces have been visited, 
and work has been started on several. There are, of course, many more of 
less account, and it may be a few of first rate interest, not yet discovered 
by any one capable of judging their merits, wffiich remain to be visited and 
examined. But my object, in my last two season’s touring in those pro¬ 
vinces, has been to get work commenced at once upon the more important 
buildings. Office work at Poona, and the developing of all the negatives 
taken by us during this last tour, together with a great number sent in by 
Mr. Bhandarkar, prevented me from making my proposed tour through the 
Kanarese Districts. In May I visited and examined the work in progress at 
the Dilwara temples at Abu, and on the buildings at Ahmedabad, and, in the 
be«yin^ng of June, visited Bijapur and Ahmednagar. At the latter place the 
Army Remount Department have asked permission to pull down the old Faria 
Bagh in order to use the material for building barracks. 

9 ^ Qq ujy return from Gujarat I called upon the Collector of. Thana. A 
question had arisen concerning the Kanheri Caves. Mr. Chhabild^ Xtallubhai, 
proprietor of Magathan village, within the limits of which the caves are situated, 
claimed them as his private property. Upon investigation his claims were 
admitted by the Bombay Government. The Collector is now considering what 
steps he should take to bring the caves under the operation of the Preservation 
of Monuments Act.

IV. THE YEAR’S WORK. 

11. The year’s wort in conservalion matters ia aliowa ia the fbll^ing rmis, 
which arc followed by explanatory notea upon the jarions works co^ipleted or 
in piogreee. What little waa done in the way of ordinal exploiaUcitt was done 
in eo)i)unction with conaeryation, the new places visited by ua hoi>S Narnata 
and GAvilgarh Torta, the old tempi ea at B^tahh Neri, Wignak, R$iiek, and 
JhMrapdtan^ and the old brick eitea at Manaar. It is propceed tof ^escavate

And «x»inine tlie when opportuaitj presents! itself* as I have a suspicion 

that we have there the core of a Hvpn and foimdatioiis of a Buddhist settlemexit. 

12 , In. January last, the HabiUkan of ^fokhada, in the Thaufl districtj 
reported the discovery of a small cave near ^Vashale village, situated under the 
Ghatfl, some 16 mika due nortli of Kasara Bail way Station. Nfr. H. Dev’s 
account is very lucid and intoUigihlc, and it is a pleasure to receive such. He 
noticed tile leading features, which he clearly explained, and accompanied his 
account with a plan. He asked for n grant of Rs, 75 to have it cleaned out and 
freed from brushwood and jungle, which 1 was able to obtain for him through the 
rublio Works Secretariat. The whole of the gn^ot woa used. 

IB. Ify visit to Tamangarh Fort, which 1 had proposed in my progmmme, 
was abandoned, for the present at least, for the following reasons! Upon 
enttuiry as to the best way of reaching the fort, the State Council of 
Kamuti reported that the best way was by a road of 7(1 miles. There was no 
shelter, tenta being DecesRary, and long notice being required in order that 
arrongemeuts might bo made, and the jungle and prccincta of tite fori, 
cleared of wild am mala w’ith which it in infested. It was also added that the 
fori is in utter ruin. The late General Sir Alexander Cunningham gives a 
short description of the fort in his report, volume in which he says it is 
now quite, deserted, and the people are afraid to enter it, as it is quite 
overgrown with jungle and full of wild beasts, I had not time, after visiting 
Jlialrapa^au, to wait for these preparatious to be made, but, ns I have bocn 
asked to visit Dig in the Bharatpur State this next cold w^eatlier, 1 will see 
whether T cannot do Tatnarigarh tlien as well.

Idr. Ko new dramngs were made during the touring season, since ! had 
DrawiDgs. draftsman with me. The head draftsman, who 

bad but latel>' returned from sick leave, was still not 
in a state to knock about iu the districts, and was left helilnd at head-quarters to 
ink Id drawings of previous seasons, which had been plotted in pencil. Four 
such draaungR, very elaborate in their detail, were elevations of the four gatc- 
waya of the SancUi fop. The paper of these pencil tlrawings, if kept too long, 

bad, ami it becomes impossible to ink them, the ink sinking in its into 
blotting paper; but, whoti ouoe inked, they are safe. It is th<u:cforc neces^ry 
to get the tew, still left in pencil, finished oft without further loss of time, else 
we should have to redraw them all over again. The other draftsman took 
medical leave, under the Civil Surgeou’s ccrtiBcatc shiting it was necessary, on 
the 4 th of jauuary. Govuriiuisnt, too, have stated that they ore not anxious 
that our great stock of drawings should be further augmenfed at present, time 
and attention being paid more to eonservalion work. [ have Uioroforo no lis t 
of drawings to iueludo in Ihis year's report, 

15. As to photographs, upon w'bich Government laid more stress, we have

***'^'^' notice. Tlie tejwure to the comi^ of the Gol Gumbas 

ivt Bijapur is an iinportant work, and a aliort note upon it will be found in the 
second part of this report. A note on the Ibrahim Rauza tepuira follaws the 
list of preposed works for die present year. The Jilmi' msgid work, which-witl 
be oontinued, consists of the rcstoratioii of missing atid damaged portions of the 
cornice and other minor repairs.

Remarks. therefore slow. The Imperial grant was not made 

. until late in the year, but the Provincial grant was 
made in the beginning of April 1904. Of the twenty-four works taken in hand 
only eight were completed, and for two others allotments were made but thev 
were not commenced. * 

47. I think it would be as well for the Public Works Department to 
carry out aU work large or small where there is any construction of any sort 
needed. Deputy Commissioners hare no staff for this kind of work, and must 
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trust to aome local ccntractort who, as a rule, is pot slow to benefit himself nt 
the esponse of that olHcer's inexperience in enginecnnjv iiMtterti, One aunh item 
in the al.iove list is tlie wire fencing urouml the monoliths at UUpethat €hhn<1». 
It had not been put up very long before a portion of it was down ngain, 
and, wli«n I vuiited ilic iiIhc« in IEjii oh lost, I found two corner posU uprooted 
and lying upon the ground. Tho posts were buried only twenty inches in sandy 
soil, with no masonry or packing of any sort to hold them. Three strands of 
plain wire, not barbed, were uac^ they being eighteen inches a]iatt—practicidly 
no protection. A great deal of tlila wire was hanging about quite looise. The 
posts ivill all [leed to be reset. 

43. The w'urk of re-roofing the old temple of Siddhe^rara at Mandhata ia 
OtnndliDta making very alow progress, only Ra. 390 having been 

spent out of an allotineut of 3,2 l 2, I have 
explained 4he nature of this work in my last year’s Progreaa Report, para¬ 
graph 34. 

49. The proposed works for the current year would have beau those as 

o WA. 1 ,. shown in the list os in progress, with a few new ones, 

such aa the repairs iieede^f to the Jb’orts of Narnald 
and Gawllgarh. The Secretary, to the Commissioner, in the Public 'W'orks 
Department, informs me that, owing to the Pro\iiic]ai Budget grant for the 
Central Proviricce having been cut down, no provision can be made for 
archmolngi<^) works during tlte current year. As I wi'ite, I hear fruni the 
Director-General of Arch Ecology that there is no chance of tlie Gentrai Provineea 
getting any grant from Imperinl Hcvenues. jUI works will thus he at a 
standstill this year. fiZ^. 10,000 Imvb since been allotted out qf the rrocmeid 
Jiudget Grttnt.)

XHl. CONSERVATION-CENTRAL INDIA. 

51. In Bundelkhand, the work at the great group of old teinplee at 

Khnjaraba is still in hand. These temples were 
Ajars a. described by me in my last Progress Report, para¬ 

graphs 13 to 27. I have already mentioned the fact that I again visited 
them with Mr, Jnrdine, the Residenti, in DecernIjer last, when we went 
over the temples with the Executive Engineer and the lilinister, and made 
notes of what further could be d«»io bByoud wliafc I had already proposed. 
Later on, Mr. MaraJiall visited the temples, and, 1 l>olie\'e, suggested some 
slight modiGcaitons, Tim following is a short note from Mr. Jar dine, who is 
taking a great deal of trouble and mucli personal in ter eat in the work : " You 
know the Dnrhar spent upwards of Rs, 20,00Q on these temples some tw'enty 
years i^o: otherwise they would be in worse comlition than they are. It is 
to say what sum is required to do the work : it depends on the 


im 


extent to which conaorvation is carried, but I suppoae you mean the anm 
req^uired to do wbat the Archieologica] Department consider essential. This 
may bo put at Rs, 80,000, of wbiuh the Darhfir are leady to find somcRs. 30,000 
oil told. There Ima not boon much difficulty in getting labour or materials. 
Masons wa got from Gwalior ohiedy, liut some came from Jaipur with re^ 
commendations from the local authoritic!?. Sandatone is readily procumblo in 
the Fanna State on the cost bank of the Ken river, though to match the colours 
involved soma labour in hading suitable quarries. Only one temple is made of 
selected stone. In the reat the atime employed was of nil colours from white to 
buff. With petrol and marking nut wo have, we think, sudcccded in getting a 
fast grey dye. Our principal difficulty has been to finally decide v hat work to 
do and how to do it. The Dircotor-Geoeral has not gre.'itly modified your sug¬ 
gestions, Ills modiheationB have yet to be con^nmnicated bo me. In the mean¬ 
time the number of masons has been reduoad and work is standing still pending 
the orders of GoVeruiuent on the Darhar’s application f-r a grant-in-aid, frag¬ 
ments of curving arc being collected, even from housiis and walls, and the 
museum should be put hi hand befoM very long. Tho Darbar are evincing 
interest in the matter and this should ensure good result 
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52i The work at the Sanchi topt which was all hut completed, was 
brought to a temporary standstill in November, on 
account of certain strictures made by Captain C. E. 
Luard, Superintendent of Gazetteers, Central India, upon the manner in which 
it was being carried out. On receipt of his complaints, the Director-General 
caused the work to be stopped, and, at the same time, asked me to visit the top 
at the earliest opportunity and report upon it. This I did on my return from 
Khajaraha on the 6th of December, and again, in company with the Director- 
General himself, on the 20th of February. My full report on the work was 
subsequently printed as a note, together with Mr. Marshall’s own comments upon 
it, and explains fully how far Captain Luard’s complaints were warranted. 


53. 


Dhar and Mandu. 


In the end of October, Captain Barnes, Political Agent, Bhopawar, 
proceeded on long leave to Eqrope; but,Just before 
leaving, asked me to Dhar and Mandu, in order that 
I might see the state in which he was leaving the work there. At both places 
it was going on steadily and most successfully, Mr. O’Gorman, the State 
Engineer, and his subordinates being infused with the same enthusiasm for the 
work. The ruins of the newly discovered tomb of the Khalji Kings was pretty 
well cleared of debris, and the flooring of thtf interior had been repaired. A 
slight mistake had been made in the arrangement of the graves within, their 
positions having been temporarily lost sight of while clearing away the heaps of 
fallen material. Fortunately I had, at a previous visit, made a plan of the place 
on which I had plotted their positions, so this was to be corrected. The great 
Hindoria 3Iahal has recovered much of its former dignity by the removal of the 
earth in which its basement was buried. Its proportions are seen now in their 
proper relations. 

54. At Malwai, in Ali Rajpur, within the Bhopawar Agency, is an old 
sculptured mediseval temple, badly ruined, which is 
All Rajpur. ^ being put into repair. The estimate for this amounted 

to Rs. 2,932, of which Rs. 2,000 were granted by the Government of India. I 
sent in a note of what measures I considered best to be taken, and these are 
being followed.

There is a great deal of new stone-work required and 
1 carved work.

56. I examined the work in progress at the Dilwara temples at Abu in 

siROHi Abu. being carried out by the 

Jaina community under the personal advice of Major 
Tilley, the Executive Engineer. They were not prepared to put the work into 
the hands of the Public W orks Department, or to admit any oflScial influence 
whatever. Ample funds, they said, w’ould be forthcoming if the w'ork was left 
to them, but not otherwise. The Jains have shewn themselves to be exceedingly 
sensitive on this point, and it was only after two meetings of their representative 
committees, from Ahmedabad and Sirohi, with the Agent tp the Governor- 
General that a modus operandi was arrived at. Major Tilley in his private 
capacity, or his successors, was to advise them, but not as Executive Eno'ifleer. 
A fuller note on the work will be found in Part II of this report. 
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57. In other States of Rajputaoa sundry conservation works, more or 

MPD ^ minor nature, are reported, but I am not sure 

^ whether some of these are not connected with buildings 
of little or no archaeological interest. In Jaisalmer, at Baisakhi, 10 miles from 
that place, a kunda or reservoir was repaired. It is proposed to spend a very 
small sum upon the Tanotianji temple at Tanot Fort. 

58. In Bikaner State Rs. 1,800 were spent upon the repairs of the"eastern 

BIKANER, Haaumaogarb. of the Fort of Hanumaugarh, and it is proposed 

to provide Rs. 2,000 more for further repairs to the 
same, Rs. 1,000 will be provided for repairs to some of the old cenotaphs. 

59. Nothing was done in the Eotah District except the clearing of jungle 

KOTAM, Shahabad. Mau. g^pwth from some of the buildings entered in the 

printed list. It is proposed that attention be given, 
•during the current year, to the old mosque at Shahabad, two temples of Cha- 
turbhuja and Padmanabbji, and the mosque at Mau (described in Part II). 
Ks. 1,000 has been allotted by the Darbar for these works, 

60. The Jhalawar Darbar cleared the jungle growth from certain of the 

JHALA WAR, chandravati. **1 ^bat State, which are entered in the printed 

lists. Estimates are being prepared for work during 
the current year upon the ruins at Chandravati near Jhalrapatan, a description 
of which is given in Part II. Should the amount be not large, the Darbar will 
provide the necessary funds, otherwise a grant-in-aid will be asked for. The 
w’ork, which I have sketched out, will be trifling, as much cannot possibly be 
done to the buildings.

Works, 
proposed for the current year are: Repairs to Wahid Khan’s tomb at Nagar, 
amounting to Rs. 478; fixing an inscription stone to the cenotaph at Nadbai, 
amounting to Rs, 74; and the completion of the restoration of the building in 
the Ram Bagh (garden) at D^, Rs. 2,472. I have promised to visit Dig this

near Ihe south gate of Ghora-Pher. For this a sum of Rs. 707 has been allotted 
and the work is in progress. 

65. Certain works are in progress in Ajmer; but as Ajmer, with its Muham- 

madan buildings, has been transferred to the United 

Provinces Circle, I need not notice them here. 


XV. COMPILATION OF LISTS, 


66. As has already been stated, my Assistant, Mr. Bhandarkar, travelled 
Rajpuuna. during the touring season through portions of Rajpu- 

“ " for ■’ 


tana for the purpose of gathering information and 
material towards the compilation of complete lists of remains in that province. 
A l^t of remains was prepared in the office of the Honourable the Agent to the 
Governor-General for Rajputana, but it does not profess to be exhaustive. The 
information having been gathered by officers not well conversant with archajo- 
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logical matters, many of the entries require weeding out. It, however, forms an 
excellent basis to work upon, and I was principally guided by it in planning Mr. 
Bhandarkar’s tour. Major Bannerman. Political Agent at Kotah, has interested 
himselfin the work, and has already sent me notes, made during recent tours, 
upon certain places entered in those lists, modifying, correcting, and adding to 
the information therein given. I propose sending IVIr. Bhandarkar into Raj- 
putana again during the next touring season to continue his examination of the 
province. He will travel light and rapidly, confining his attention to the 
gathering of materials, such as photographs, inscriptions, and notes. 

67. The compilation of lists of antiquarian remains in Central India has not 
yet been begun, it not being possible yet for us to 

• CcDtral India. ^ number of lists of inscriptions and 

other remains, nearly all in manuscript, which were forwarded to this office in 
Dr. Burgess’ time, and which I intended to use when I should have the opportu¬ 
nity, have been sent to the Honourable the Agent to the Governor General in 
Central India at bis request. 

XVI. CONTRAVENTION OF STANDING ORDERS. 

G8. I have but two instances of the contravention of standing orders to 
report. The first is the case of three old mosques near Halol in the Fanch 
Mahals. I quote from the report as made to Mr. Marshall by the District 
Magistrate, Godhra—“During the rains some of the troublesome Godhra- 
Ghanchi community asked me to allow them to import some stones from the 
ruins of Champaner for use in a mosque which they are building in Godhra. 
The Champaner ruins being of great archaeological interest, Government have 
forbidden the removal of any of the building stones. I therefore refused permis¬ 
sion, but subsequently on receiving a fresh petition asking for permission to 
remove certain stones belonging to a ruined mosque in an Incmi village near 
Halol, I granted permission for the removal of loose/align stones after satisfying 
myself (1) that the stones were of no archseplogical or other interest, f2) that 
the Inamdar had no objection. Armed with this permit the Ganchis proceeded 
to Halol and destroyed three beautiful and interesting old mosques for which they 
had not received any permission and which were not in the limits of the Indmi 
village. Apparently the leading members of the community were concerned 
in this outrage. The mosques were disused mosques out in the jungle and no 
one has complained and no religious feeling has been roused. I have had the case 
investigated by the Police and have ordered the prosecution of the ringleaders 
for theft and mischief. The case will soon come on and it has aroused a good 
deal of interest locally but no excitement.” 

69. Mr. Marshall has asked me to visit the place, which I intend doing 
this next cold weather. I have asked the Collector to give stringent orders that 
the ruins be not touched in the meantime, and that any stones taken away be 
returned to the spot. 

70. When visiting the old temples at Bhandak, in the Chanda District of 
of the Central Provinces, I found that two temples had been interfered with, 
and, on enquiry, learnt that a rapacious railway contractor, employed on the 
construction of the new extension from Warora to Balalpur, had carted off a lot 
of* stone from them, but had been stopped in his further depredations by 
Mr. Burns, Extra Assistant Commissioner, and compelled to restore the 
pilfered material. I wrote to the Deputy Commissioner, and asked him to 
issue warnings all along the line of the new extension, which he did. 


XVil. TREASURE TROVE.’ 

71. Five finds of treasure trove came under my notice during the year. 

(1) Sixty-one silver coins were found in the ndld of 
KHANDESH, cbadwei. Chadwel in the Pimpalgaon taluka of Khandesh. 

Fifty-nine of these were of the East India Company, of 
the years 1835 and 1840, while two were Shah ’Alam Badshahi rupees of the 

East India Company, minted in European style. (2) 
TtiANA, Mahioi. Eighteen coins were found at Mahim in the Tliana 
District, near Bombay I They comprised three gold

muhra of Muhammad bin Tughlak, large size; one of the same Emperor, small 
size; two gold cup-shaped lotus coins (Hindu) usually c&Wed padmafankaa; 
twelve silver coins of Ala-ud-din iluhammad Shah ; and some fragments of thiii 

silver coins. (3) Found at Dapoli, in the Ratnagiri 
RATNAQIRI, DapoU. District, were two whole and three fragments of gold 

coins of Murad III, dated A. H. &82 (a.d. 1574), 
Ottaman Sultan of Turkey. (4) A hoard of ninety coins were found at 

Larkhana, Sind, consisting of eighty-seven silver coins 

SIND, Larkhana. of the Mughal Emperors Shah Jahan, Aurangzib, Shah 

'Alam Bahadur Shah I, Farrukh Siyar, Rafl‘-al-Daula 
Shah Jahan II, and Muhammad Nasir-al-din. 

72. But the most inteVesting 6nd of all has been that of a large metal 

image dug up near Mirpur Khas, in the Thar and 
SIND, Mirpur Kbas. Parfcar District of Sind. It was brought to my notice 

by the Colonization Officer, Jamrao Canal, Mr. Chat- 
field, who describes it as a metal statue of a Hindu god, apparently of consider¬ 
able antiquity. It stands 3 feet 2 inches high, and weighs abUut a maund. It is 
made of several metals, brass (or copper) and iron ^ing amongst them ; the 
eyes appear to be silver or lead. The workmanship is fine and the figure is 
almost intact. The head has four faces, three of them (at the back and sides) 
being very small, and hardly noticeable in the hair, which is elaborately worked. 
The arms are half raised. The only injury sustained is that a piece has been 
knocked out of the back of the head by the ploughshare of the man who found 
it From an examination of a small photograph of it, sent to me by the Deputy 
Commissioner, I have little doubt but that it represents Brahma with his four 
heads or faces, and that in his right uplifted hand he held a bewk, which was, 
perhaps, a separate piece of metal and is now lost The image is unique and of 
great value, and prUably dates back to the fifth century or earlier The 
Deputy Commissioner was of opinion that it should be sent to the Karachi 
museum, but I think, rather, that it should be sent to our museum which is 
destined to be antiquarian museum of the Presid^cy, and is to be located, as 
already decided by Government, at Bombay. The Karachi museum is a Muni¬ 
cipal museum, and its antiquarian collection is very small, consisting at present of 
four carved stones, one carved wood lacquered door post, one small lot of sundry 
articles, and one hundred and fifty coins. It is never likely to have many 
additions from the province of Sind, as there are practically no remains of that 
class which would most largely contribute to a museuins exhibits, such as 
statuary from Hindu, Jaina, or Buddhist rums. It would therefore be a pitj. I 
consider to weaken the main collection of the Presidency by having valuable 
objects d’istributed amongst smaller local museums, where they can never hope to 
have sufficient to make the collection more than a miscellaneous accumulation 
of curiosities with no educational value. In the central museum these same 
scattered objects would have this value, for, in the larger collection, they would 
fall into their respective classes*, and fill gaps in their chrondogical or archi¬ 
tectural order, and help towards perfecting particular series. Unlike economic 
or industrial products, antiquarian objects, except coins, are not often to be had 
in duplicate. But, eventually, when the Central Museum is well staffed, casts 
might easily be made and distributed to the local institutions. 

XVIII. MUSEUMS. 

73 The Poona museum, that connected with my office and in my own 

charge, received the following additions during the 
Poona. * year under report: Three old brass images ; one set 
of three copper plates, being a grant of the Eashtrakute King Govinda II, on loan 
from the Collector of Kbandesh ; two inscribed small stone fragments and the 
head of an image from Eajpulana; twenty-seven carved bricks, fallen from the 
Buddhist atiim Thul Mir Eukhan ; three hundred and eighty-eight silver, six 
hundred and fifty-five copper, and nineteen leaden coins; four plaster casto of 
i„“ription slabs, and twi'of architectural ornament; two hundred and thirty- 
thr^^taof ciins; and sixty-one prehistoric stone implements. The caste 
were iSe by us in the museum. Those of the coins have been gilded, silvered, 
Tnd bronzed, and, being set up in glazed frames, are always open to inspection. 
Thev save the cabinet specimens from being unduly overhauled out of mere 
ouriMity, and they contain specimens which we do not possess, the origi mils 
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IiQving; passed through 013 ' hamls for mspeetton otily^ or for the pruiluctiori of 
platen to Hccumpany articles hr iiuDiismatuts. The interchange of costa of rare 
coins between museumn woula be very belpfiiL A^i our muiseum in not yet on 
the Government of India list for diGtribution of treasure trovo^ wo hare not 
been able to beneht from the several treasunj trovea which have lately passed 
through our handi^ excepting in the cobo of a few East India Compan 3 ‘’s coins, 
which did not come under the rules* and were sent me* on payment, by the 
Collector of Bomlmy, I am In communicatloa with the Hint M^ter, Bptnlmy* 
peradventure, I may yet secure some from the rejected remainder that has been 
passed on to him by the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society. 1 
addressed Hr. Marshall tim>n iho subject of our inclusion in the list, and ho has 
informed me that ho is aadressing Government upon tho matter. 

74 , The Curator of the Xsgpur Museum reports the addition of three gold 

coins* cighty«eigbt silver, thirty-three copper* and 
^ three of lead and mbed metal. As the eshibita in 
this museum* which it was intended to transfer to the Yictoria Tec Up i col 
Institute, had not been moved when I was in the Central Provinces on tour, 
I was not able to assist in the re-arrongcmcnt and closslfjnng of the auti(|uariaa 
objects. It is likely that a great nuinber of sculptures* now at ^arslngpur, will 
be sent to the museum* when mtire room will be neccBsary to house tbeiu. 

75, The additions tt* the Huipur Museum consist of two inscription stones 

from the Tehsildar of R&Ipar; five stones bom the 
Sub-divisional officer* Bhamtari; a fleribJe stone; forty- 
eight photographs of antiquities in tbodistrict from the Superintendent, Archmo- 
logical Survey * and tn'o pictures from Saiubalpur. 

76, The accommodation for the Bijapur Museum has at last been made 

Btjoiiur. ready. The upper door of the Nagnrkhana, opposite 

the Gol Onmboz* has been converted to that purpose, 
and in all the great arched openings, wooden windows of tho pattern uf the old 
ones ill the Ajsar Mahal, have been inserted. They look v^ty well, nnd arc in 
keeping with tho stylo cf tho building, I evaminod the building recently, and 
have applied to tho BlrecioT'General for bindt for moving the mueemn objecta, 
lying in the godowiia tinder the Annnd Maliai, to their new abode. Many of 
these Iiave disapppired, others have been broken, and tho few specimens of 
statuary that remain will make but a amall beginning in the new room. It Is 
proposed to bang the old Asnr Mahal carpets in the museum. It is also proposed 
to arrange all the old guns, now lying in disorder near the Gagan Mobal, into 
n traphy on a pbttbrm before'the Nagarkhstia. Many years ngo T sent in a 
design for a similar trophy opposite the Gagan Slalial, but though the project 
ivasi brought forward once or twice, it was not carried out. 

77, At KaracHl there ia a ^laniclpal HoAenm with a very ineagio colleetioti 

Kmraebt. antiquities* and from the very barren nature of the 

Province in this line, little is likeTj to be added to the 
museum from within its own borders, I have mentioned this museum, and its 
conients under ‘Treasure Trove*. 

78, A museum is badly wanted for RSjputaiia and Central India* and I 

Ajniflr, think no better place could he found for it than Ajmer.* 

' I would most respectful))* ask Government to conEider 

the doairabdity of this. With tho help of the political officers of the various 
fitetes. It ou^ht soon to be filled to overllowing, A permanoot home for the 
thousands of isolated and unmred for objects lying about in these Provinces Is 
much needed, Mr. Bhaiidarkar mentions many of these in Tils report, following. 


79.

At Aiuvmu, Rdmgnrh, Biimspur, and Kan- 
auvaih are several old iuterostiug imaged! left to the mercy of the elemeut^.. 

81. The museum at IJdajpur, thanks to the liberality of Kis Highness 

, the I'lana, ie by far the best in RaJiiutuno, so liir as iU 

" anitt^uorian eolleetion goes; and the credit of it is in 

great measure duo to Pandit Gaurishankar Ojha, a zealous student of Indian 
antiquities. Hut the collection of sculptures, apart from inscription stabs, 
might be advantageously added to, especially as Mewar atmnnds n'ith objects of 
anti<iunrlan interest. There arc two or three very good b[].-;t images, amongst 
them an image which Csrllcyb likens to an Egyptian or jfinevite BCidpture, iti 
the donble-shrined temple at Bijolia, well worthy of being tranBt'erred to the 
museutn. 'llrere are two capitals of very ancient columns at Nagari which might 
abo bo brought in. Bildoti, Ghitorgarh, and Khgdn nbound in sculptures. A 
collectioi] of coins might he started iu connection with this museum. 

82. At Khnjaraha, in. Bundelkhand, described in my Iasi Erogrtss Lleport, 

Khaiardtia of>en*air iimseum is being formed to contain all the 

*' loose images and sculidures alreuily gathered there. 

Por the present it is intendoi to build a high wall, surrounding a lai^e 
rectangular space of ground, with an entrance at one end. Built with the wall, 
and ugainat it, on the inside, all round, is to be a high shelf upon M'hich 
smaller sculptures may be set, Iu the centre of the .^rea are two rectangidar 
enclosures, one within the other, fomod by low broad walling, upon ^vUieh 
images and sculptures will also laJ plactKl, The walls are to be so built that 
eventually a verandah or colonade can be formed n^inst them. Seeing that 
the seulpturos have already luad eight humlrefl years td exposure to the weather, 
a few more in thin open-air museum, until it can be partly covered in, will not 
hurt them. 

83. A museum buildiog is badly required at Sanchi. Mr, Marshall in his 

notes on the recent work at the iop says r [ should 
' like, however, to lay some emphasis on the urgent 

necessity of erecting a museum to receive the liuintreda of valuable sculptures 
lying about the site. The outlay upon the building need not be great, and the 
proposal is one, 1 understand, whiob alremly receives the support of the Darbar. 
A suggestivo design of the sort of building required is appended to Mr. Cousena* 
note, and to this 1 have added another taken ^om a museum which has already 
been estabiisbed at Somath near Benares and which serves its purpose very ' 
wclld* 

84. I have no iufurtuatinii this year for the museums at Rajkot and 

Rajkot Junagarh, in Kdthiawad, or that at Dhar in Central 

JimaKBrit. India. Thc 5rst is on old well established institution, 

*^****'* properly managed and cared for. The Junagarh 

museuTo has been but lately etaiiwl, but it has every chance of having a good 
antiquarian collefction, Junagarh territory tjeing full of remaiiie. Mr, ivole, late 
Superintendent of Education in the J>liar State, under whose sympathetio care 
the museuui was placed, has, 1 hear, severed bis coimotitioii with that State.

We have already fully surveywl 
them many years ago, but conservation is badly needed, and the nature of the 
buildings, with their unfaintliur stylo of architecture, makes it necessary tlmt 1 
should draw* up very detailed and e:;plicit notes for the guidance of the Public 
Work Officenj. There me niatiy other such remains scattered all over the 
tibti'let, nitiiiy of which must eventually receive attention, but 1 propose to 
confine my atteutlou to a fhw this year, and get regular work star tod In the 
district, llic Dhanvhr llistrict is peculiarly rich in CMhikyan remains, and a 
glance al the mapiti my List of Antiquarian llenialns in the ]3oiubay Presidency 
will show nearly two hundred entries upon it. 3Iy next place would lio Degfnave 
in the Saiiipgaon taluka of the liolvaum District, iny attention Iniving been 
drawn to the necessity of doin^ something to the fine old temple here by 
Mr, Jackson, the Coll^^cte^, some time ago. Ifrom here I would proceed to the sea 
uoast in order to visit Saugamelvura in the Rsitungtri District, lor which I have 
ail estiuiatii for repairsi to the old temple at that place. Proceeding up the 
coast, I would visit Bevdanda and Korle F(>rt, where there are old Portuguese 
renmiiis requiring nttentiou. On arrival in Bombay, the Elephanta Caves would 
I'laiiu my attention os it is proposed to restore several of the disintogruted 
columos. Tliifi would close the first tour of the seasou4 

86. The second tour would be in Gujhrht, Xathinwatl and Sind. Chuinpanir, 
UaIoI, and Mehmadabad require a visit iu o<uiiiect'ton with oonservation work 
in plMgrese and proposed. I wish also to viait the old temples of Oaltesvaj^t 
near Tliosrii in the Kaira District, ani.1 that of Brahma at Brabruakhed in Idnhi 
Knntha. The works in progress at AJimcdali^, SnrkheJ, and Dholka could 
then be iiispcctefL The next place to visit is Siddhapur in Bnroda torritoi^', 
north ol' Ahmudabad, w’hero the work of conservation of the remains of flic 
famous Rudra Maid should then be in progress;and 1 have promised to ejcarninc 
the beautiful ohl temple of the Sun at Mudhorn, aixteeit miles west of ^raishtiA 
railway citntioii, on behalf the Biiroda Durbar. His Excellency the Governor of 
Bombay eallerl my attention to the state of the old temple of Soinanuthn in 
Khthifiwfid, and desired that someUiing might ho done for it.

SS. Tbe uW toiupks, on the site of the old city of Chmiili'ilvfttTj close to 
Jtifttf-dpotan pfesiint towp-n of Jhali^patitni Hriid to the south of 

the same, were visited by ua iu November lofit, with 
the objeot of advising the Darbhr on their preservation and conservation. Apart 
from some more or less moflern shrines on the bank of the etrtiaiii* thsrn is 
ft group of flome seven old buildiogs, the principal one among them being 
that of SitiMvnra, which bos been deseribed by Forgusson ns tim oldest and 
most beautiful that he knew of. He furtlier slitted that tbLs is certainly oue of 
the moat elegant speoimeos of architecture in India. “ It has not the poetry of 
arrangement of the Jaina octagonal domes, but it approaches very nearly 
to theui by the largo aqujiro space in tbe centre, w-bieh was covered by the 
most elegantly designed and most evauisitely carved roof known to exist any* 
where. Its arrangement is evidently oorrowed from that of Budtihist viboras, 
and it differs from tbetn in style l>ecaiise their interiors were alw'ays plasterctl 
and |>uiiited j here, on the contrary, everything is honestly carved in stone/'* 

89. 1 cannot say that the temple gave me rjulte the Eatne impression ; on 

the contrar}*, I must confess to bsiri^ somewhat disappointed. But I evidently 
did not see it under the same conditions, for, from the plan given by Fergua^on, 
it b tolerably certain the temple was then an uncared for ruin. Its beiiutiful 
eolumnn^ and exi^uisitely carved detail, being rather acceutuated than othera'ise 
by their very ruinous and dilapidated setting. I saw it after it had boeu repaired 
with ufflj’ masonry, plaster, ami w'hftewash, and w'hilst a re-wbitewashing of the 
whole huilding was in piouress. Tliis latter oficrntion is what \vc have to fear 
everywhere wtien these old buildings ore handed over to some subordinate t«> 
“cleau”. Such was the ease here; and die ciibHequent couple of days that I 
was there were taken up by the same w^orkmcn iu trying to scrape it off' again, 
(PAufoe, jVoa^ iS350 oTid 33olJ)* 


90, The only original parts of the building arc the pillars of the porch or 
Imll, which is about thirty feet square, and the o^cnient mouldings, and, perliap.^, 
some parts of the lower portion of the sbrine w'alls. The whole ruofte new, and 
tw'o .small additional celll have been formed by building excresceaces against 
the shrine walk, upou either side of the antechamber. Tim shrine drmrwuy 
reoimds one, strnngly, of ftome at the Ajatita oaves. On the dedicatory block, 
above lint diHirwsy, is a two-handed male tiguic, seated, holding a club or sword. 
This k frequently found over the doorw ay’s of Saiva shrines, and reprfiaentt^

Mecond ^'omme, gives a gunend dedvriptitm of these 
lemplcs, wherein he snya he is satisfied that this tci^Ie was originally Vaishnava, 
and iHiees his conclusions upon this very figure, itc i^ays it represents Yifthnu 
os Gadddhara, the “ niitce-boarer '*. The weapon in tbe hand is rK>t the usual 
mace or gadn aa held by Viahnu * it may bo a dub, but io all tbe examples 
I have seen, always above the ehrinc door of ^aiva slirincs, it looks more like n 
sword. Mr. Bhuiidarkar, in bis last eeasemk tour, came across it again over tht 
dnora of Saiva aluincs. This temple, then, was a l^iva tcmplo from the begin* 
ning. The only two images left on the exterior of the temple art) f^niva, p/r,, 
Midikliaeura-mardani -and Ardhanorl, the lost one being in a iiidm in tin 
original wall, iiow hidden from sight behind the masonry of the eddt.'il ecil <<ii 
the norlli niiie. The temple of HinliAkali, to the north of this temple, was, ns 
CuDoingbftm rightly surmisee, orjginiilly a Vaishiiava shrine. It was built in 
liuc' with the other, of the same size and armngeiueot, and, in fact, formed a 
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pair with it. Its outer hall, if it were ever built, has disappeared. Curiously, 
two smaller and later shrines, by at least two hundred years, at the back of these, 

I. exactly alike, and standing together, were dedicated, one to Siva and the other 
to Vishnu ; and, over the door of the oaiva one, is that same little figure with the 
sword or club, while Siva, himself, stands on either side of the door below. On 
the other, images of Vishnu flank the doorway, but the dedicatory image above 
it is broken aw ay. In this shrine, however, is the seat for Vishnu’s image, with 
Garuda, his vehicle, carved upon the front. It is in this shrine that the image 
is that Cunningham says had the name of “ Jiva ” inscribed upon it. There 
seems to be no doubt of its being the same, as his description is correct, but 
there is not a trace of letter of any sort about it, and never was, for it is cleanly 
cut work and could not have weathered away. It is a beautifully cut image of 
Vishnu, with four arms, two of which repose Buddha-like in the lap, and the 
other two were bent upwards, but are broken off. It is headless, just as Cun¬ 
ningham found it. Over the top of a mutilated sculpture, lying at Kalika 
Mata’s temple, are represented Brahma, Vishnu, and 6iva, Vishnu being in exactly 
the same attitude, Brahma being distinguished by his three faces, and Siva by 
the ndga in his left hand. The masonry of these small temples was plentifully 
clamped with iron clamps; but, as with the buildings at Khajaraha, Mandu, and 
other places, the corners of the joints have been dug into in order to remove 
them, probably to convert into arrow heads. This indicates the abandonment 
and disuse of these shrines for some considerable period. 

J. 91. Kalika Mata’s temple was, as I have said, built as a pair with Sitalel- 
vara’s. It is parallel with that temple, and the centres of both shrines are upon 
the same line. Cunningham’s plan* is wrong, the latter temple is not set back 
as shown thereon. The plans of both, with their offsets and projections, are 
almost alike, minor details alone differing. But this one has lost, or never had, 
the front-pillared hall; the walls in front shew that it was intended. The two 
temples are of about the same age; but if one be older than the other, it is this, 
whose two square pillars, in front of the antechamber, are of an older type than 
any in the other temple. Eunning lengthwise in the shrine, against each of the 
side walls, is a low bench, upon which, I suppose, images of the avatdras 
of Vishnu were placed, whilst his own image occuppied the middle of the back 
wall. Such an arrangement w'e found in the very old avatdra temple at 
Kadvar in Kathiawad. {Photos. No. 2348 and 2349.) 

I. 92. The small Varaha chhatri probably stood in front of a Vaishnava 

temple facing the south, which has disappeared, if indeed it was not the 
entrance porch of it. Its position is forward of Kalika’s temple, and not in line 
with it as shown on Cunningham’s plan. The pedestal, only, of the boar, which 
he describes, now remains, it having been smashed sin^e his visit. 

93. Cunningham is so very inaccurate in his description of these temple^, 
that I doubt whether he ever visited them personally. If he did, it must have 
been the briefest visit, and his notes were written long afterwards, when his 
memory did not serve him well. The small temple A on the plan, he says, is a 
modem one. It certainly is not; it is very old. It has an extension in front, but this 
is quite distinct from the shrine. The large image, inside against the back wall, 
had eight arms, not ten, as he states. It is a composite image, representino^ 
apparently the four gods Siva, Vishnu, Brahma and Surya in combination! 
The arms are all broken, but the ndga of Siva remains where it was held in an 
upper hand; the figure is booted with long Persain boots, as is the case with 
Surya only. In front of it stands a linga with four images carved upon it, in 
relief, equidistantly around the cylinder. They probably represent the same 
deities. There is a collection of such Ungas in the Indian "Museum at Calcutta. 
There is thus abundant evidence to show that, at Chandravati, Siva and Vishnu 
were at one time impartially worshipped. {Photo. No. 2352.) 

I. 94*. In the town of Jhalrapaten is the great Vaishnava temple, called the 

Sat Saheli, which, at some late period, has been rebuilt. The shrine, with its 
sikhara and the wiondajja, up to the beams above the pillars, are old work. The

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roof of the mandapa is modern. It must have been a very fine building at one 
time, but now whitewash and the jerrybuilder have done their worst. The 

III. Jaina temple of Santinatha is also a rebuilding of an older temple. The shrine 
and 6iJchara are old, but the marulapa is new, into which a few old Hindu 
figures have been built. {Photos. Nos. 2354 and 2355.) 

96. Fifteen miles to the north-east of Jhalrapatan, but in the Kotah 

State, is the small hamlet of Mau. The present 
village is situated at the foot of the north slope of a 
low range of hills running north-west to south-east. At this point there is a 
great deep gorge, cutting transversely through the range, through the depths 
of which flows the river Ujar. Near the village this has been dammed up at 
some remote period with clyclopean masonry, which has hardened in^o a mass 
as firm as the rock itself! The narrow river has thus been turned into a long 
winding loch, overshadowed by the foliage of the trees, which grow thick upon 
its precipitous sides. High a^ve its still surface, and above the beetling clifis, 
perched upon the sloping hill-side, are the ruins of the old palaces of the local 
chiefs. There are now four principal blocks of buildings. The first we come to 
I. is the mosque, just above the edge of the ravine, having a fine flight of broad 
steps leading down to the water’s edge, upon the south side of the building. 
It is a substantial-looking stone building, built of red sandstone slabs set in 
layers and on edge alternately. The building has an enclosed court before it, 
over the entrance doorway to which is a small pavilion. The mosque has a 
three-arched fa 5 ade, and is made up of three bays in depth within. It is in 
very good order. At some period the masonry has been pointed, the broad 
bands of chunam overlapping the joints an inch or more. 

III. 96. Beyond the mosque, further up the hill-side, standing up above the 

crags and jungle, are three blocks of the ruins of the palaces. They are thickly 
overgrown with brush-wood, and are too far gone to have anything done to 
them save to clear away the jungle in their immediate vicinity once a year. 
I have sent in to the Political Agent proposals for the petty repairs and general 
conservation both here and at Chandravati. The removal of the whitewash 
from the hall of the temple of Sitale^vara, at the latter place, is the most 
serious item. 

I* (*). 97. A full report upon the work at the Dilwara temples, at Abu, has 

already been forwarded to the Secretary to the Gov- 
Diiwara temp es, Abu. ernment of India in the Home Department (Archaeo¬ 
logy and Epigraphy) by the Secretary to the Honourable the Agents to the 
Governor General and Chief Commissioner, in the Public Works Department, 
Rajputana and Central India. I shall, therefore, confine myself to a few remarks. 
Of the three cracked beams to be attended to, one has already been replaced 
by a new one, upon which the carved ornament of the old has been reproduced 
very successfully; but on the soffit of the beam a lotus medallion had been 
carved far more elaborately, and in deeper relief, than any other in the temple. 
This is to be reduced to the same pattern and dimensions as the old one. This 
is the beam in the corridor on the right hand side as you enter. The other two 
beams, now supported by clumsy arches—one between the front corridor and 
main hall, and the other in the south-west corner of the hall—have not yet been 
touched. I am very much averse to new beams, with new carving, being put 
in at all, and I am trying to save the remaining two if it is possible. Unfortu¬ 
nately the Jains do not see these repairs in the same light as we do. They do 
not hesitate to remove old work to substitute new: the new to them is much 
the same as the old, provided it is lavishly decorated, and even painted, quality 
being of secondary importance. They prefer, I understand, to have new beams 
substituted for these cracked ones in each case, and shew no anxiety to retain 
the old. I have recently sent to Major Tilley two alternative methods of treat¬ 
ing these, since it is considered the first proposed plan of bolting them through 
to°the roof is not feasible. My first suggestion is, after very carefully remov- 
incy the cracked beam, to cut an inverted wedge-shaped trough along the length 
of*the beam on the top, sufficiently deep and splayed out to allow of an X sec¬ 
tion light girder being threaded through the whole len^h, the space between 
the web and the sloping sides of the channel being filled with well rSmmed 
1 fine concrete. When the beam is placed agaih in position there will be 
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• absolutely nothing of the repairs shewing. If a new beam can be placed in 
position, the old one, though cracked, should be just as easily lifted out and 
replaced. The alternative suggestion is that, should a new beam become a 
necessity, the carving on the front of the old beam, which is the most important, 
should be sawn off as a thin flat veneer, and fixed on to the front of the new 
beam. The slab would be thicker along the top than at the bottom, in order to 
allow of a geniculated joint, running the length of the back of the slab, dropping 
into its counterpart cut upon the face of the new beam, the top of the slab, and 
the top of the beam, being clamped. This would require fine work in the 
joining. The soffit of the beam has nothing but a very plain flat lotus medallion 
upon it, which might be carved on the new beam. Major Tilley has written to 
say he likes the suggestions and will try to put them into practice. 

98. For the corridor cells, I have designed a new door. It is a double¬ 

leaved door, like those now in use, framed in wood, with simple carvin«>’ alont^ 
the stiles^ and rails. The three panels, in each leaf, are filled with brass orna¬ 
mental wire work, such as is made all over Gujarat, in various pleasing patterns, 
and which allows a visitor to look through without opening the door. I looked 
up the makers of this wire-work in Ahmedabad, and got samples and rates. 
The brass wire is about three-sixteenths of an inch thick. Photograph No. 2503 
is taken from my drawing, which is to half scale. “ 

99. In one of the repairs a bluish tinted marble has been used, which 
asserts itself rather unpleasantly in contrast with the mellow creamy tint of 
the surrounding work. This is to be removed, after the other more pressin-^ 
work IS finished. With most of the repairs, where new pieces h^ been 
carved and let in, it was alnaost impossible to see the joints or to tell the new 
from the old. When I visited the temples in 1900-190], I found that the 
Jama community were having repairs done then. The magnificent ehell-like 
translucent pendent of the great dome in Tejahpala’s w&s badly damatyed and 
the workmen, principally from Agra, mended it very successfully. {Photo. No.

100 . The hill forts of Narnala and Gawilgarh were the only two places of 
Naraaia Fort. i^erest in Berar that we had hitherto not visited. 

. pey are, per^ps, the only places of any archeological 

interest to the north of the raUway line in that Province. Narnala Fort is 
situated 42 miles north of Akola Eailway Station, upon one of the isolated hills 
in the Satpura range. On a very small scale, it is locally used as a hot weather 
resort, some of the old ruined buildings having been converted into two or three 
residences of sorts. Indications seem to shew that the hill was occupied bv the 
Hindus before Muhammadan times. But all the objects of interest upon the 
plateau are of this later period. It is said to contain nearly fourteen miles of 
ramparts, pt the walls are now very rnuch ruined and dilapidated, and are past 
repair. All that can be done to them is to keep them free of vet^etation • and 
this, alone, owing to their extent, will involve a considerable annu^ expenditure. 

1 . Mahakali Gateway but 

why it should be so called is not very clear. There is nothing Hindu about it 
nor IS there any shrmenearby; but, within one of the galTeries, up in the 
west wing of the gateway-the gateway faces the south-lthere is a heap of 
rough stones, some of which have been daubed with red sendur and oil, and are 
known locally as “ Raja pi.» Where Mahakalioomes in, it is not ea^y to see 
The gateway is wholly Muhammadan, and is a fine specimen of decora^ archt 
tecture. It consists of the great entrance archway, 19 feet from the ground to 
the apex of the arch, and 10 feet 6 inches wide. The whole heis-ht of tho 
way IS 37 feet 3 inches. Above the lower arch ring is a second, with an inscription 
in Persiapetween them. Above this again are several horizontal courses ^ one 
being corbelled forward, forming, with their vertical jambs or pilasters a recessed 
frame ivork round the archway. Over these, again, is a very large inscSn 
stretching across the gateway,, and surmounted by a line of ornamental ’ 
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or battlementing. The gateway is flanked upon either side by galleries and 
rooms, probably the original guard-rooms ; but the most striking feature of all 
are the overhanging balconied windows, two on either side. These are beauti¬ 
fully wrought, being supported by corbels or brackets below, and having deep 
cornices and eaves’ boards protecting them above. A couple of little pillars and 
corresponding pilasters, wdth panels of perforated screen work between, add to 
the general pleasing eftect. As a fortress gateway, intended to withstand as¬ 
saults, the structure is weak in the extreme ; it is ornamental rather than use¬ 
ful. The back or north side is in rather a ruinous state, some guard-rooms on 
either side of the entrance having collapsed. 

102- The upper and larger inscription gives the date A. H. 892* (a.d. 
1487) “ on the date of the victory.” It contains the Kalimah or Confession of 
Faith, calls down blessings upon Muhammad, the Prophet, and the favoured 
angels,,and invokes mercy upon the legitimate Khalifas, that is, those accepted 
by the Sunnis. What victory is commemorated the inscription does not say, 
but, as commemorating such an event, it is likely the gateway would have been 

0 originally called the Path Darawaza. Out in front of it, a quadrangle has been 
added at a later date, surrounded by guard-rooms, with another plain gateway 
leading into the courtyard ; but the workmanship of these additions is rough and 
coarse, and it has been built up against the gateway on both sides, covering up 
much of its work. I have proposed that a portion of these guard-rooms be 
removed, so as to open out the full gateway to view, as it was originally. 

I, 103. There is another gateway, further down the pathway, called the Shaha- 

’ nur gate. It is very plain indeed, and probably existed long before the Maha- 
kali gate. It is the first and main gate of the fort, and, from its style, I would 
think it pre-Muhammadan, but whether Gond or not, I cannot say. It is flank¬ 
ed by walls and bastions built of clyclopean masonry, some of the great blocks 
being over 6 feet long. These are laid upon one another withj very fine joints, 
and their surfaces are cleanly dressed. Some of the kanguras or merlins of the 
battlementing are of single stones, one, that was measured, being 4 feet 5 inches 
high by 3 feet 7 inches broad. A curtain wall of this same heavy masonry pro - 
jects upon the outer side of the gateway, and thus screens and protects it from 
below. Carved on the front of the gateway, above the arch, are two lions, one 
on either side, facing inwards, just as we find them upon the gateways of the old 
Gond fort of Chanda. 


I. 104. Upon the hill, close beside the Ambar Khana, now converted into a 

residence, is a very neat and substantial little mosque. It is similar in style to 
those on Gawilgarh, and is in fairly good condition. The other buildings are of 
little account. Besides them, there are many tanks, some lined with masonry^ 
On the north side of the hill are traces of old brick foundations. At a spot along 
I. the hill, a short distance to the east of the Ambar Khana^ lies a great iron gun, 
built of rods and rings, in the fagot system so universal in the Dakhan three 
hundred years ago, with an inscription engraved upon it which records that it 
wa.s made at Ahmednagar and was set up at Narnala by one Atalubeg in A. H. 
1091 (a.d. 1679). {Fhotoa Nos. 2315-2317.) 

lOo. Further along the Satpura range, about twenty-two miles in a 

straight line to the north-east, as the crow flies, is the 
flaw igarh. ^ Fortress of Gawilgarh. It is built upon a spur 

which juts out from the main range, from which it is almost detached, about 
three miles to the south-east of the hill sanitarium of Chikalda. The general lines 
of the fort w'all, which follow the natural hill scar]) all the way around, are now 
in complete ruin, and, like Narnala, are past repair, and can only be kept free of 
II. destructive shrubs and trees. The chief object among the remains upon the hill 
is the ruin of the great ma<»jid, which stands upon the highest point towards the 
south side of the plateau. It is now a perfect wreck, and beyond all repair, ex¬ 
cept at very great cost. It is doubtful whether it is worth this, and, moreover, 
the whole of the back wall, which contained the tnehrabs and buttresses, has 
fallen away, and any rebuilding could not even pretend to follow the lines of the

109. There is an iiiHcription upon the hill,ton tlie &fnilh*weat nrPir Pntha 
gate, which tells ua that Dlugh Xiimd.nb.Mulk rebuilt, with the old stones, the 
JamP Masjid, by, or alxive, the tank, in the rei^ of SlaliTiiud Shah Bahmaoi, in 
the year H, SUE (a.d, U8S).

Within the shrine four square columns help 
to support the ceiliDg: and, as can be seen through an opening in the latter, 
four other ooiumna stand upon Umao and form an upper chamUr. There la alS4i 
nn upper chamber above the anteohamber.

onlv constructive expedient to lighten the ninas of umsonry above. The tower 
of the temple, which, like the walls, was to have boeti very simplo in it» ulmrac.

antechamber, and ball with three poiclies. The shrine walls, ntjd the tower, as far 
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as it gws, is exceedingly plain. The tiiwer seeniB to have been originntly left 
unfinishedt and at suiiie aulmwjuent time it has been ^ini^!lled off vithTiriekwork. 
But Hua is now broken dowu ajid ruined. Tbe building ia nut of suttioTent 
interest to hftTe mueb done to it in the way of repsirB, The pillars of tlio ball 
are moulded in the stylo of l£th and IStb centur^ work : and the outside of the 
dwarf wall, around tbs ball, is decorated with little piksters and niehsa with 
iiuaps alternately. It was dedicated to Mahadeva, wlioae finga isiu the shrine. 
Eight of the beams iu the haU are cracked, seme Iwidly, and will need MUunort- 
ing. The north-west corner of the kisetuent of the shrine walk ontsiiio, ha.s 
collapsed, but the iiiaaonTy above does not fleetn to have been afTected by it. 
It him been caused bj; the uedennining aetiuu of the waf^r of the tank when the 
latter b full. Tills will ueed to be attended to, The roof requires to be rendered 
water-tigbu (TAotoa. dw/ S3S3.) 


ll£. I have lueulioncd the reinsiris at Bhhndak, between Wdrora and 
DhaiuJaii. Chwida, in my Progrese Repjorfc for 18&2-93, and

A good deal will need to be done in the way of minor measurtw of conservation!

m. 11T. The temple of Achnle4vara and others, outside the east gate of the 

town, are of little interest; they are very tuoderii. In front of that of Achalc^' 
vara is a little shrine fHuitig it, with a porch in front. Standing in the 
porch, and pa^iaing' up through the roof, is an old decayed iivoodcfi stamhhA or 

f dlliir. It would seem to have been hero before tho shrine, tho porch of tlio 
after hnving been built around it. Of the crmvning member nothing is loft 
but a bracket and a lioti Tttntptnd,, The latter rbes from the top of the pillar, 
and, in outline, ia a perfect heraldic lion, with something upon its head much like 
tho crown upon the lion in (ho Royal Arms. It supported something, as is 
shown by the tenon riaing from the top. These pillars, in both wood and stone, 
are favourite additions to V»iahi?ava temples in thb part of the conntry, end 
are usually decorated np the shafts with little Vabhnava images. We (jame 
across some good eitamplea at Chimur. llerc, at Achtilc^vara, is the stump of 
anether woeden one, standing right in front of that shrine, ndth the remains of 
little iniagea upon it, one of w-hich is Krish^^t.. dt is strange that we hud thb 
in front of a ^aiva temple; truly the common folk of the country know not 
what they worship. 

I. ns. A little distance beyond the south gate of the town are the Lalpelh 

monoliths, some twelve colossiil stone images lying upon the ground. They are 
coarsely carvtHl, hut for what purpose it is difficult to say, A temple once 
exbtcd, or was intended to b« built, ou the spot, tor the Ihifjit, has been placed 
in po!;ition upon a high moss of niDsourj', with a great ntxndi sitting out before 
it. From the height of the Ungaf w'c can judge that «if the tloor, and hence 
glean soiua idea of the size of the building, which must have been intended to 
l>o very largo. But the monolllha are far too large to Imve been used in any 
way as part of the temple, and wore probably dne to the w'him of some person.

119 . Lying in the garden of tho Middle School at Cbaiidii arc a number 
of old images, said tu have been brought here from Bhandak b^ a former 
wbiiolmaster. I have made a list of these, and have noted sfimo six of ilieni 
which should be ssut to the Nagpur museum, (J^Aofoa.

I, 190, The group of old temples nt Markanda, thirty-seven miles oast ul 

Chanda, upon tho banks of the Vainganga river, has 
nurkaiKia deueribcd by the late General Sir ^exanJer 

Cunningham in Volume IX of his reports. The main tein[de is in a very 
dilapidiiled coiulltion now', agrOiit deni more of the tower having faUrni sinw 
his time. It is likely, though, that most of the fallen material na atill on the 
spot and might be rc-built, but it is hopeless to expect to got tliis done except- 
in**' by experts in temple buililing, such as we have at prctieiit employed at 
ChUorgurh and Khajarnlia. It is work alfcogetlier beyono the capacity of our 
Public Works Departnieut subordinates, who hardly know the top from the bottoni 
of a can-ed »tono from one of these buildingfi. In tho meantime, 1 think it 
safest to leave the building as it is, uald we cam got wuie of the man irom 
Chitorgarh, when that work is finished, or from Klnijaraha, But the group 
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should be nlsced tbe list of Proteotod Moauments, nnd striugetit iustractions 
givea to the local authorities to prcvetit any interference wil^the place, or the 
removal of a ainijle stonoi That the fnlleii inuttrHui be not oisturbed ia very 
Emjrortani, for, when tlic proper workuicti are put on, they will know, from the 
position, of a shpiie uptm the ground, the part and foco of the building from 
which it has fallen, and this will save u very great deal of trouble in sorting 
the tuEtcnal for re<-buildiug. [Fhotoi. JTos. SS^ — 2344.) 

t’2l. The only way that I can see, to carry out the repaira to these fine 
old sculptured temples properly, is for the Government of India to make a 
setectioa ol a dozen or more men, such as arc now working upim the tower at 
Chitorgarh and the templeut Khajarahiij w ho are uijed to this kind of work, and 
to take t lierii on into Govcrnmeiii service regiiJarly, putting tlieui under the orders 
ui the Dircctor-Gcnerut, One or two good nvoraeers, from the same claes, who 
understand something of plans, w'ould also bo necessary* There ie such a man 
now at Chitorgarh, They might be sent from place to place, where such work 
^thia is necessary. As it would be iuipcssible fi>r t he local Aroluuological 
Odicer to bo constantly ou the spot to supuriutend all details, collect material, 
implements, and kbour, it would Mrhapa be lictter for the men to he placed, 
lor the time being, under the local ^ccntivelilogineer, the Arehtcological Officer 
couffniiio hitnself tu occasional visits ot inspection. We would thus have the 
sHme men constantly upon the same class of work, and wo should nolbeentnisi- 
ing it, as at present, to the prentice Lauds of a fresh lot «f juuxporienued men 
ul oacit place. It cannot be exijected, of course, that Public Works Departtuunt 
suhordinatos^ should have any knowledge ol such work, for il does not come into 
their usual line of work. 


122, billeon tnilcs north ofKiimpteo, upon the ZChgpur'fTabalpur road, 
miiiur, village of Alansor. It is Lore that the road 

hranchse oil' to Eaintek, U[)g[i the east of the village 
IS a large tank, t-itending for about a mile east and west, but at |>reeynt holding 
water ni the west end only, winch is thickly covered ^vilU waterplante, Itisau 
artiliciiil ptece of water, rornied partly by li chain ot low hills runuiiig along its 
south murgiii; and partly by an old earthen darn connecting them, towards the 
Yillago end. The ground along the slotiee of these low hills, by the tnargiu 
of the lake, uiioii its s-mth side, strewn wdth brick K-iU, while here and there 
the fnuudatioiis of brick walls crop up tlirough the surface. In some places 
the villagers have dug out these walls, so os to use the bricks for buUdieg their 
huta. At the eaateru end of this low range is a piece ofhigli level ground 
near the ^utmeast comer of the tauk, upou which is u great mound, the lower 
I^rt of which, at least, seems to be composed of solid brick-work. I t bus all 
the appearance of the stump of an old ruined nuddiiist tiuptt. About the buMu 

of thomonnd arc the open foundationa from which the bricka of some great 
broad walls hove been dug out Tim walls seem to liave belonged to some Taro-e 
m^ivo buildings. The bricks measuro 17^ in. by 9^ in. by 3 in. They are 
rather wugbly made, and cannot compare with those of the old templea at 
Hirpur, dc^rihed m my lust rejiort. They have been ceiiietited ivith mud the 
jointa iiul hemg particularly fine. 


123. The area covered with these brick foundations is too small for a 
town or civil settlement, but large enough for a religious colony. There ia not 
a scrap of chiBeUed stone or ^ga to he seen, ami thus it would appear to belong 
to a tune antenor to the peruxl when stone and brick were used in combination 
such as at Sirpur. Lying alwvc the east end of the dam, but luayond the brick 
cover upon the bill side beneath tliecragB, are three fragmenta of a fenmle

Ill, 135. Conspictiouftly perched upon the weafcerti and highest point of the 

hill, overlooking the town of Kanitink, and HOen from 
’ miles around, owing to its resplendent glare of 

^Vhitewa!sh. is a group of temples of some considerable sanctity and import¬ 
ance in the eyea of Hindus. They are oontained within uii inner courtyard, 
which is approached through au outer, both defended by high walls and 
maaaivQ gates. The EuropeiiU is permitted, on auflarance, to approach this 
holy of hnliofl oa for tLS the lower step of the inner gate, where hu is uiei 
by a fat Brahman, wllli an oleaginous smile, who politely iufornia him iio may 
go no further. Siaco the bottom of the flight of steps is far below the level of 
. the gateway above, one cannot oven look over them and through the gateway, 
so that there is uothtiig gained by going so far. I could only glean a little 
information, through my clerk, of the interior Everything in so encrusted 
with whitewash, it being inches thick in wme cases, tliat it in almost impOHsihla 
to say whether the buildings are very old or not I believe, though, that there 
ia a nucleus of old work, around, and u[n>ii which, much new building lias been 
raise A All the spires, rising above the walla, appear to be comparatively 
modern, 

I. 12G. FuriiUftt along the top of the hill, between these temples and the 

bungalow, is a little ruin tliat lias been quite overlooked, and yet it is by far tlie 
oldest thiiio- here. It oonsists of a pnrtifm of the porch of the mmd^tpa of a 
temple, anJ a Ufe-slsted image of ViaUjiu, In his Vatimna ttvalUra at^tude, stand¬ 
ing on the spot where it stood in the shrine, when the latter was intact around 
it, Thb image, w^hich b just a counterpart of that in the Badumi caves, as 
illustrated in" Ur. BurgcBs’ first reporf* is locally called the ‘‘Two Sietcra’*, 
notwithatnndlng the fact that the two figures, the main one and a ainallcr one 
I^Jow, are both obviously male. The Tohsildar brought a Biabijjari with him 
who, he eaid, knew all about the temples, and ivould give me any mformatioii 
I nccdoA He, too, caUed this image the “Two Sistersand thought I wiw 
romanoiiig when I told him what it w’os, Truely the Brabmana and pttjdris 
about these temples arc a coutemptihly ignorant lot, and so I have ever found 
them. They know little of the mythology of their own religion, and camiot 
tell one image from another, ercept in the cose of Gauapati, with his eiephaat 
head. They swarm at all tbeae religioue centres, infest the temples, and prey 
upon the credulous and unsuspecting pilgrim. Their god is tlieir belly, and 
their colossal ignorance is only equalled by their insufferable conceit. 

127, This llitJe ruin is worth being put on the liat of Protected Mono* 
menta, and n little attention will help to prolong its oiisteoce for many mor.i 
years. The work is very old, probably dating back to the sixth or seventh 
century A,D, It is constructed in a very red stone which, when newly.drc^d 
or fraetured,'with tlie bright sun upon it, is almost a blood md; and well might 
the hill have been called “ Sindhragiri aa tradition says it was, with a group 
of such temples, whose ruddy walls and spires were hardly leas conspicuous than 
the whitewodhed shriuee are now, (PAoio#, Woa. $346 and $346,)

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The following note on the work of the restoration of the great 
cornice of the Gol Gumboz, at Bijiipur, im lj«n 
geitar«tiafl Qt Uio CorolM HaDolieil to mo bv Mr. E, M. MacFariaoe, Bsoentive 
OU.

“The present eornicoa consist of 
al^ on ornamental brackets, projecting from the four walls of the building at 
U height of about 90 toot from the ground level.

In many place?, especially on the three faces 
east, south, and west the brackets have broken, bringing down with them the’ 
cornice above. As the only prominent feature of the walls are these great 
deep overhanging cornices, it is decided to restore the same to their former 
condition j for the present, only the front (south) side is being taken in hand.

We found, on examination to*day, 
that the minardife of the Jumma Musjid shook just as much, or even more, than 
any of the others, and that one communicated the motion to the other folly 
to as great a degree as those of the Beebse Sahib’s.^ Indeed, we tried the 
experiment upon every perfect pair of stone minarets within and about the town, 
to-day, and the effect was just the same with them all. As the motion that one 
of the minarets receives from the shaking of the other might be supposed to be 
communicated to the whole intermediate building, I lay down on the terraced 
roof, equidistant between the two minarets, while people were above shaking 
them; but I was not sensible of the smallest motion or agitation whatever in the 
building under me.” 

133. When at Ahmedabad on the 3lst of May last, nearly a hundred years 
after Colonel Monier-Williams made his experiment, my attention was called to 
the fact that Sidi Basar’s minarets, near the railway station, possessed the same 
peculiarity. I ascended to the topmost balcony of one, while two or three men 
ascended the other. Putting their hands together against their minaret, they 
began to throw their weight against it. Fora few seconds I felt nothing on 
mine; but, as I was about to put the thing down to imagination, it began to 
swino^’ with a soft, noiseless, and resilient motion, which gradually increased, 
until I was, perforce, obliged to call out to them to stop it.

1. Mukandarru, or Darra aa it ia popularly catlod, is 21 miles north-w-eat of 

Jiialrilpataip, in tho CheoUat of tho Kotah State, 
muMDiorni. Mukandaingh, a Maharav of 

Kuiali, who founded the vitlag& Not far from the ruetolkd roadi which runs 
from JhMrapiitan to Kotnhj arotho ruins of two aucietxt monumeots, but they arc 
hidden from view rw the place ie deusely overgrown adth trees and elirube of 
every descnptioQ. They have been described by Gferrick in JrchatlQtfical Sur^e^ 
Reports, Vol. XXiri, p, 137but ho wrongly eoppoaes them to be the ruins 
of two dletluct temples* They are, in fact, the ruins of the iTtondojKi and porcli* 
of one temple. Tue temple, known as BIuja-ke*chauri faces the east, and is 
now open on all sides, the walla having fallen. The roof of the maiidapa was 
once supported by two central roivs of oolumna, each consistlDg of three, running 
tho length of the temple. The pilasters on the north aids have fallen, but those 
on the south and west are still standing, tho walb having fuUetiaway from them. 
In tho ceutro of the mantlapa b a chauri or nquarc place, where, according to 
the local belief, tho marriage of Bhima, the second of the Pandava brothers, with 
a go^kli^s was to be celebrated. The aide pilasters are carved only on their 
interior sides. The ceiling panels are Iteautifully carved with lotus flowers, and 
the Oiioitalfl, lintcb, and arcititrarcs with floral acrolb, but not with " strange 
auiuial forms," os Qarrick says, 

2. Exactly in front of the central rows of the pillars of the mtifidapa are the 
two rows of pillars of the porch, each of four, but the roof of it has dbappeared . 
The eosteniiuost pillar, tn leans to one side* Cunningham^ thinks the$6 
columns to bo os old as the time of A^ka, and Eergussou ^igus both the 
monuments to about the middle of the fifth century A.D. Garriok, on tho other 
hand, ImlJs that llie mu^Utpa and the porch, or tha two temples as he calbthem, 
belong to ditfereut periods, and tliat tne porch is of h much bter^date* One of 
the pillars of ihe porch bears au inset iption, the name of a pilgrim, which has 
escaped Ids notice. Tfroiti the form ot the letters, the inscription cannot be 
ascribed to any date later than the seventh century. The porch cannot thus be 
ater than that. {Fhoto».

3. jVboutaixtflcn miles north-east of jVfukandarra is Atiivarii in the tCanwas 

iakiU of the Kothh State. Atiivom possesses eight old 
Atnvam. teriiples, six of which are outside the village. To the 

south of the village are the remains of two early temples which are of interest. 
The larger of these b n triple-shrioed one faeing the oast and having the three 
shrinks in a line. Over lbs on trance to tho central shrine, Tbhnu, fleoiod on 
Garut.b, with lotus Imlo round his head, occupies the post of honour. Above, 
arc represented tho ten live on each aide of a central image of Viehiiu 

on a lotus seat. The lintel b broken, and is in iuiminent danger of falling. 
The jambs of the doorway have disappeared, 

4. On the dedicatory block over the doorway of the ehriiie, to the proper 
right of the last, is SQrj^o, seated, holding in each hand a lotus flower, and with 
a small figure of Arium between his legs holding the reins of aoven prancing 
horsea below. In front, to his right and left sides respectively, but cIoho to 
him, are BrahaiiL and S^iva, nnd above is a band of fif^urca consisting of the

About nine miles to the north-east of Kotah is Keshorai-Patan, a town in 
„ the Bundi State on the banks of the Chambal, which 

es ora - a n. separates the Kotah from the Bundi territory. The 

town is so called after Keshorai, a form of Vishnu, whose lofty temple, with its 
high ramparts, from which runs a flight of steps reaching to the water, over¬ 
looks the Chambal and presents a very picturesque eflPect. • But the temple is a 
modern structure built oy Maharao Raja Shatrusalji in a.d. 1641. On the 
dedicatory block is Gauapati, showing that, even in modern times, Ganapati 
figures on the doorway of a Vaishnava shrine. {PItoio, No. 8402.) 


30. In the immediate neighbourhood of the temple is what is locally known 
as Jambudvlpa, w’hich contains three ancient shrines. Every year on iheMaha 
Sivardtri day, when a large gathering of pilgrims takes place, the temple is 
whitewashed, with the result that the figures on the shrine doorways are %ow too 
thickly encrusted with whitewash to recognise them. Thus it is not possible to 
say what divinities occupy what positions on the lintel of the doorframe of the 
shrine on the right side as you enter. On the shrine doorway to the other side 
can be recognised Brahma at the left end of the lintel, but the others are not 
clear. Inside the shrine is a fragment of an old stone linga, covered with a brass 
cover, fitting it, and crowned with four heads. On the projecti^ block on the 
lintel of the central shrine doorway is Vishnu, with Brahma and Siva to his right 
and left. In the sanctum is a ZiViya called Sahasralinga on account of the number 
of tiny lihgas carved upon it. The doorframes of all these shrines are of the 
Amvam style; and the pilasters, which have recessed corners, resemble .those of 
the Gadgach Mandar at Atru ; but the beauty of the carving of all these sculp¬ 
tures is very much marred by the thick coating of plaster. {Photo. No. 2401.) 

31. Another object of antiquity at this place is what is called Bhuim- 
devrdy i.e., a temple underground. From the central^ part of an open chcturi, 
supported by eight pillers, descends a subterranean stair with no less than three 
landing places or, rather, passages leading from one flight of steps to another. 
At each staircase is a doorway, which leads to it, elaborately sculptured, and with 
one or two images of Jina, all of black stene, on .either side of it. On clearing 
the last flight of steps one enters a closed mandapct or hall resting on fourteen 
pillars of Atru style, four of which enclose a square space in the centre, exactly 
in front of a shrine, which contains a more than life-size image of a Jina, of black 
stone, beautifully carved, and with a halo round his head.

32. Bijolia is thirty-two miles to the west of Kotah and is situated on the 

Uparmal or table-land of the Aravali range. It is one 
of the principal fiefs of Mewar, held by a chief of the 
Paramara tribe, with the title of Rao. Tod says that Bijolia was in ancient 
times called Vijayavalli, Mprakuri, and Ahichpur. But I aware^ of no 
authority which ran be adduced in support of it, From one of the rock inscrip¬ 
tions at Bijolia, Vindhjavalli appears to be its ancient name. The name Mora- 
kuri also occurs in the inscription, not, however, as a name of Bijolia but as the 
name of a village, close by, granted to the temple of Parsvanatha. 

33 About a mile south-ea§t of the modem town is the site of the 
temples and the rock-inscriptions described in Tod’s Annals of^ Rajasthan, y ol. 

II. Ii» P- 744 j^. Within a waJled enclosure is a Panchayatanay ^ principal 
temple with four small attendant shrines, one at each corner. The tloor ot the 
temple is sunk some feet below the ground outside. Inside the shrine, in place o 
the usual image,, there is a small model of the facade of a temple in relief, an 
occupying a space of about a yard square. {Photo. No. 240S.) In front />f the 
temple are two small square pillars, the four faces of each bearing an inscription. 

• They are called satti pillars by Carlleyle, but on what grounds he has ma e e 
assertion I am unable to say. They are in reality Nisedhikd pillars, setting torth t e

order of succession of the Jaina pontiffs belonging to the Digambam sect, and not 
of some royal dynasty as Carlleyle wrongly supposes. The pillars are tumbling 
down, and consequently stand in need of being removed to some place of safety. 

34. Still further away, in front of the principal temple, is a pillared hall on 
a raised plinth, which is said to be the remains of a palace No-Choki. To the 
north of, but not far from, the temple is an old hunda somewhat dilapidated and 
known as Semtikun^^t. Still further to the north, between the kunda and the 
enclosure, is a rock-inscription 11 feet 6 inches long by 3 feet 6 inches broad. Not 
far distant from this, outside the enclosure, is another rock-inscription 15 feet 
long .by 5 feet broad. On the suggestion of the Resident at Udaipur, the 
present Rao,KishenSingh, protected the first of these inscriptions with a permanent 
stone enclosure, and'intends doing the same for the preservation of the other also. 
It is curious Carlleyle could not find these rock-inscriptions although they are so 
near the Jaina temples, and were described by Tod ! The second and the larger 
inscription is a Jaina poem entitled JJnnata sikhara Furdna. The first of these 
inscriptions, however, is historically important as it gives the .genealogy of the 
Ajmer Chohans as far as Some4vara, and tells us that during his reign, in a.d, 
1160, a Porvad Mahajana of the name of Loliga constructed, .or rather repaired, 
the teq^ple of Par^vanatha, and surrounded it with seven smaller temples. With 
regard to the five Jaina temples referred to above. Tod says that they are “all of 
considerable magnitude and elaborate architectural details though not to be 
compared with Barolli.” Now, as a matter of fact, of these five temples there is 
only one which can be called large, and this is the one dedicated to Parsvanatha, 
the rest, one at each comer, being small and at present empty. But even this 
temple, though the largest of the group, is any thing but elaborate in architectural 
details, being quite plain inside and out. These temples cannot, in fact, be the 
same as those constructed by Loliga, as they are inferior in workmanship,and look 
(juite modern; and there are only five in all, whereas those built by Loliga, as the 
mscriptipn lells us, were no less than eight. There is, however, in the central and 
largest of. these five temples, an inscription of a pilgrim containing the date 
1226 V.E. which corresponds to a.d. 1170, the date of the Chahawana rock- 
inscription. But from this it does not necessarily follow that this is the date 
of the temple wherein it was found. The inscription stone may have originally 
formed part of Loliga’s temple, and may have been preserved and built up into 
the present temple. ^

cal temples which have been-described by Carlleyle in Archccological Survey 
Reporty Vol, VI, p. 243^.

41. The various fwots mentioned in connection witli these temples show' 
that the exteriors have undergone repairs and ro-arrangcment, but not m the 
interiors, at any rale, not to any perceptible degree. From the date lOT(r^) V.h.. 
ooFiteined in an inscription on a pilaster of the ^alMmoidapa of the UiideSvarii 
temple may bo drawn the infereiioe that this temple, and the others also whieh 
arc practically of the same style, were in cxiatenw m early as the latter half o 
- thB twelfth century. The early age to which these templeft have been astugmod 
is corroborated by the Chnhaumna rock-inscription alluded to above. This 
inscription, which is dated in V.15.1329, mentions, by iiatne, several Brahmamcal 
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temples then existing in Vindhyavalli or Bijolia. One of these names, that of 
Mahak^a, has been preserved to this day. Nothing, therefore, militates ao-ainst 
our assumption that the temples were priginally bunt not later than the middle 
of the twelfth century.

people. The upper surfaces of the walls of the kunda are covered with numerous 
inscriptions recording the names of the pilgrims who visited the place The 
earliest date that I have been here able to trace is 1345 V.E., and it appears 
that the kunda was at that time known as Mandakini tlrtha ; that a festival was 
held in connection with the god Mahakala, and that,, on this occasion, the 
pilgrims bathed in the kuyida, the merit of bathing in its waters being considered 
as high as that of offering oblation-balls at Gaya on the ravi-parmn day. 

43. The Chahamana rock-inscription mentions no less than twenty-five 
Brahmanical temples as existing at that time in Bijolia. The question that arises 

r become of those temples ? The people say that the walls 

or Bijolia are constructed of the stones of these ancient temples, and Colonel Tod 
suppori^ the same popular belief. . But any one who takes the trouble to inspect 
the walls will soon be convinced that, beyond one or two sculptured stones they 
contain no remains whatever of the ancient edifices. The southern gate of 
Bijolia, however, is entirely built of the door-frames and other sculptured frasr- 
ments of old temples. (P/m/o. No. 3417.) But this can hardly account for the 
remains of no less than twenty-two temples missing from Bijolia. It is only on 
the supposition that there were many old temples standing at Bijolia that the 
existence of the sculptures, gathered together at the entrance passat^e of the 
mbhamandajpa of the double, shrined temple, and ably described by CarTlevle in 
nis report, can be satisfactorily explained.

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was originally built with the pecuniary help of a man of the Vanjari caste, whose 
people are known to tie chains, with bells, to their bullocks. On the roof of the 
hall, on the porch side, is shown an enclosed space which was used as a masjid. 
According to a local tradition, the Mughal emperor Akbar visited the temple 
and built the masjid in order to make the building sacred both to Muhammadans 
and Jainas, and prevent the former from desecrating it through their religious 
fervour.* 

70. In the shrine is an image of Parivanatha, of black marble, with the 
date 1656 V. E. incised below. It ie said that there was a small opening at a high 
angle opposite this image, through which the sun shone on it, on one particular 
day of the bright half of Famha, when a largely attended fair was held at 
^areda.^ 6ut this fair was stopped some years ago for some unknown reason, 
•in the time of the Maharana Sarup Sing; the repairs executed since then have 
raised the parapet too high to enable the sun to shine on the image. The 
• latest repairs to the temple are reported to have been executed by a Bombay 
Seth. But they have been badly done, and one curious thing about it is that 
the whole building has been whitewashed, which completely mars the beauty of 
the marble of which the structure is composed, 

' . however, the porch of the temple, which, from an archaeological 

point of view, is of interest, and is the oldest part of the edifice. The pillars of 
the porch are unquestionably old, and those on the front resemble the columns 
of the celebrated Modhera temple in style.t 

. 72. Eklingji is about 14 miles north of Udaipur. It is a sacred place situat- 
Ekiingji. ed between two hills ; what population exists there 

_ . ■ consists of the people attached to the temple of 

EkhngjI, and the pilgrims who halt there on their way to Nathdvar. Within 
a walled enclo.sure is a cluster of temples, the most important and prominent of 
which is the celebrated Ekiingji temple, where the Maharaiia still oflBciates as 
high priest. It was originally built in Bappa Baval’s time, but was repaired 
twice since ; the last time by Bajamalla, son of Kumbbakarna, in a.d. 1489 
as a much abraided^ inscription connected with the temple informs us. The 
temple of Ekiingji is referred to in an inscription engraved in a niche of Natha’s 
temple, and d^ed in ^D. 971, and there can be no doubt that the basement and 
walls of the Ekiingji temple are old. The Hkhara, however, is not old, and 
appears to have been rebuilt in a composite style, half Gujarat and half Dakhan. 
The interior of this beautiful and'imposing edifice has unfortunately been white¬ 
washed. In the sanctum is a paticha mukha Unga of Mahadeva of black marble 
{Photos. Noa. 2478 and 2479.) 

73. Near by is the temple of Vishnu, said to have been built by Mirabai. It 
faces the west, and in front of it is another small shrine dedicated to Garudaand 
coated with plaster. In each of the principal niches facing the south, east and 
north, 18 an image { with the three heads of lion, man, and boar upon one pair of ’ 
shoulders, with a nimbus behind, and seated on Garuda, But the first has 
sixteen, the second twelve, and the third image, eight hands. Inside the 
sanctum IS a n^rly life-size modern image of Vishnu. The Mara is intact, and 
IS, like that of Ekhhgjis temple, of a composite style.

an axe and a sword, and the other two*a discus and water-pot. The porch door¬ 
frame is deeply cut, and is certainly old, its projecting pilaster resembling that of 
Gadgacha temple at Atru in style. The porch door has been closed, as the temple 
is now used as a store-room. On each side of the porch, on the wall of the hall, 
is*a niche, that to the left containing the inscription noted above, and that to 
the right containing an image of Brahml. The wallsj* which have no niches, 
and the basement of the shrine, are old, and are exactly of the same type as 
those of the Bklingjl temple ; and both resemble those of the old temple at 
Elansuvam. The iikhoTa is modern, composed of bricks and plaster, (JPhoto, 

No. 2468.) 

75. Nagda, or Nagahrada, is situated at the foot of the hill of Hklingji, and 
is at present thoroughly deserted. Here are spread, to the length of at le^t a 
mile, the ruins of ancient monuments, all of white marble as those of Eklin^i 
What is called the mandar of Padmav.\ti is a Jaina temple partly built into the 

rock of the hill. The sides of the shrine doorway do 
Nagda. harmonize, and it was probably rebuilt. Inside, 

on a raised platform, are three small shrines, that to the right containing a 
chaumuhha image, and the others empty. But, from the inscriptions ot V. h. 
1356 and 1391, on the central shrine, an image of Par^vanatha appears to nave 
been established there. The inscriptions pertain to the Digambara Sect, and 
we must consequently suppose that the temple was originally a Dtgambaro one. 
In the mandapa is a loose 6gure with an inscription below, referring itselt to the 
reign of Kuinbhakarna, and belonging to the Kharatara firooAAa, and consequently 
fo the Svetambara ‘sect. The figure, probably, had no connection with the 
temple, and was brought from elsewhere and kept there ; or, perhaps, in the time . 
of Kumbhakarna, the temple was appropriated by the devotees of the Kharatara 
gaehha.

the sides of the walls, are three other large statues, with inscriptions incised below 
two of which can be read with tolerable certainty. From them it seems that 
they were the images of Kumthunatha and Abhinamdana, the seventeenth and 
tne lourth tlrthamkara respectively, 

78. Close beside this temple is another Jaina temple, which, from inscrip¬ 
tions appears to be dedicated to Parivanatha. It consists of a shrine, a gud/L 
m^dapa and a sabhamandapa on the same level, another long mandapa from 
which runs a flight of steps, a fourth mandapa, and an inaccessible porch, both 
above the flight of steps. Along the sides of the mandapas there are a series of 
small shrin^ with common porches. That on the right side of the main shrine 
ot Par^vanatha was constructed in V. E. 1486, during the reign of Rana Mokala, 
by a certain trader of the Porvad caste. To the north of this temple is another 
dilapidated Jama temple, overgrown with vegetation, and lying in an utterly 
negbcted condition It consists of a shrine, an enclosed hall, and an open porch 
with two domes. The hhhara and the domes are modern work, but the sculp- 
tured walls of the shrine, and the hall, would seem to date as early as the time 
.01 the boJanki prince Kumarapala. {Photos. Nos. 2491 and 2490.) 

Of all the archaeological remains at Nagda, the most beautiful and 
interesting are the two temples dedicated to Vishnu, standing side by side caUed 
the ^-Bahu* temples, ^at on the north side is the smaller of the two, com- 
paratively plain, and is known as the daughter-in-law’s {Baku) temple; while 
the other is the larger, is elaborately carved, especially inside, and is called the 
mother-in-law s temple. Both stand on an elevated terraoe on which are 
spread the rums of other subsidiary smaller temples. In front of the daughter- 
m-laws temple below the terrace, stands a Amdo/a Parana, supported on four 
columns. The temple faces the east and consists of a shrine, a mandapa, and 
three open accessible porches. On the shrine doorway figures VishJu and 
close by, lies, on the ground, an elegantly carved image of Se?a4ayi. The roof 
of the hall or mandapa is supported by two long and twelve short pillars It is 
octagonal, changing to round. On the entablatures of the pillars, forming an 
octagon, are the A^tamatns. The domical roof has been decorated in the usual

Above him are represented Navagraltas, and, above those, are 
Vishnu and Laksml in the centre, with Brahma and Savitri on their right, and 
Siva and Parvati on the left. 


82. The exteriors of the porch and perforated screens are richly carved, and 
the rest is plain. The temple faces the east, and in the principal niches of ^e 
shrine walls are Brahma, Vishnu, and Siva on the north, west, and south, respec¬ 
tively. The sfikhara has been destroyed, but was originally composed of bricks. 

. {Photoa. No8. 2483—3486.) 

83, Some of the large stones supporting the roofs of the Sds-Bahu temples 
are cracked, and unless repairs are speedily done, more disintegration will'set in, 
causing the downfall of some parts, at any rate, of the structures. The floor of 
the terrace, also, is profusely strewn with the remains of smaller temples, some of 
\vhich are in utter ruin, and some will so#n become so unless some steps are tiken 
to prevent further decay. As the Sda-Bdhu temples are perfect gems of their 
kind, and are not surpassed by any ancient monuments in Mewar, it is hoped 
that some measures will soon be taken to preserve these edifices. 

GWALIOR STATE, 

• 84. Mandsaur, or Mandasor, is the chief town of the Mandsaur district of 

Scindia’s dominions in Malwa. Built into a wall of 
andsaur. flight of steps near the Mahadeva ghM is a stone 

slab, the inscription engraved on which was published by Dr. Fleet in 
. Corpus Inacriptionwn Indicarum, Volume III, page The stone is left 

in an utterly neglected condition, and no particular sanctity seems to attach to 
the stone. Nothing can, therefore, be better than to remove the stone to some 
place of safety, as. the inscription is likely to be soon too much weather-worn 
to decipher. 

j. 85. In Xilchipura, an outly in^amlet of Mandsaur, some recent excavations, 

■ made under the supervision of Captain Luard, Superintendent of Gazetteers, 
Central India, led to the discovery of a sculpture which is locally known as 
Sravana’s kdvad. At the top is a lotus medallion, and the remaining portion 
is divided into no less than four compartments, the first three containing a man, 
a woman, and a boy, and the last, the woman and boy only. The man’s hair 
is dressed like an English judge's wig, and the woman wears a lower- garment 
similar to the langd at present put on by women in Malwa and North India. 
The figures seem to be those of father, mother, and son,* and represent some 
domestic scenes. There can hardly be a doubt that the sculpture is a jamb of 
sotae ancient torana or doorway, similar representations of which are given by 
Mr. V. A. Smith in his invaluable book “The Jaina Stupa of Mathura,” 
plates XXVII and XXVIII. Similar excavations made near the inner gate of 
the eastern entrance of the fort of Mandsaur resulted in the unearthing of a 
J. colossal statue of, according to the people,. Paraiurama. But without doubt it 
is an imagd of ^iva. His right hand is broken off, and his left holds a trident 
with an axe attached to it. It is this axe which has led the people tu suppose 
"it to be an image of Paraiurama. But a trident is never borne by PariumiUa ; 
and, on the other hand, instances are not wanting of an axe being wielded 
by ^iva. But the coils of serpents on his shoulders settle the point and 
unmistakably indicate that it is a figure of Siva.t The attendants in front are 
perhaps Srihgi and Bhrifigi. On the left side of Siva are two small images,

80. About throe miles from Mandsnur is the village of Sondanl, where, in 
an adjoining field, are lying the broken park of twi'o large columns or M/t of the 
Gupta perim. They both beaj* one and the same inscription setting forth the 
exploits of Xa^odbamian, and, in particular, cymniemomte his victoi^’^ over the 
Huna prince Hihirokulo, 'fh<7 vrero evidently intended as columns of victory 
os clearly ebowu by the concluding portion of the intiurlptioQ. Tbs dimensions 
and other details, connected with these fragments, are lucidly and correctly 
ddsoribed by Br, Fleet in hia prefatory remark to the text and translation of 
the record {Corpu* Inacriptionum ludioarutn, Vol, III, pages 143-144), and 
no reasoiiable donbt con be entertained as to tbene eolumna tming of almost the 
same type ae tliai of the well-known Erot.i pillar of the time of Budhagupta.

87. With regard to the sculptures and Inscription etoooe to be found at 
hlandsaur, the popular belief is that they were all brought at the time of the

a purs. ^ accordingly visited this place, and, though it did nut 

fulfil all my expectations, the few remains which 1 sow there convinced me that 
Afzalpurn woe an ancient place. Near the post office is a more or less dilapi¬ 
dated but early temple of Mohadeva, and not far off is lying, loose, a pilaster whmh 
is of the God^h type. About a mile east of the place ore a Muhamiuadani 
mosque and a well, the former of which was originally an old Hindu temple and 
the latter contams many well-carved aculpturee built into its walls.
